-DR, SUN YAT-SEN'S LATEST MANIFESTO. 


GIVING DEFINITE ORDERS”? 


Dr. Sun Yat-son's Governmont 
cerning the Canton Custome. 

‘After tracing the recent history 
of tho revonuca, tho manifesto 

. Baointains thitt. they aro a puroly 
Chivase internal affair. “Thin 
Govornment holds and the Diplo, 
matié Body specifically admits that | 
tho disposal of the Customs Surplus 
ig. a matter with which tho Foreign 
Powors havo na troaty right to inter- 
Yexo; and therefare when this 
Gavernmont claimy ita sharo of the 
surplus it hug to deal with tho rival 
Government at Peking and Tae 
Ingpector-Geverul ef Customs and 
with them alone. Tho. Pekin 
Gavernment may send_ its uel 
forces hero ta prevent: this Govern- 
mont frotn receiving ite whare of the 
Customs Surplus. But the Foreign 
Powers aro nat, justified to assemble 
(as they are now doing) their ships 
ef war in Cauton ad oa in order 
ta protect, nominally, a disputable 
right but, practically, ta assist the 
Peking Gavernment ‘to iunposo ita 
will qn this Governmant.’ 

“Tn, they circumstances, the 
course of thie Government is clear. 
‘Ay the Peking Government, being 
illegally constituted and nationally 
repudiated, is nat entitled to appro- 
priate ar dispose of Customs Surplus 
funda, this Gavernment has to-day 
iggned an order to tho Inspector- 
General (a) ta retain ot Canton or 
ather places ta be designated. all 
Customs revenues collected within 
ar penal sum inflicted on a defeated 
people which survives, from the pre- 
war period. Indeed, thero is no 
treaty in force to-day which impases 
a similar penalty; even the Treaty 
of Versailles dacs not agress punl- 
tive. but reparatory —indemnities 
ogainst Germany. Further, it must 
bo pointed out that most of the 
Great Powerye—America, ‘Britain, 
France and Japan—aro: now dnly 
interested in the Boxer indemnity 
te the extent af secing that their 
rospective shares are applied to 
variqus purpases in the interests of 
Ching, itself."" ; 

A briof refarence is also madé in 
tho manifesta te ‘the saries of 
domestic loans mogtly flaated by the 
Peking authorities for purposes: of 
cither war against the South or 
corruption and bribery in conncetion 
with sundry presidential elections at 
Poking.” 


SUN CHANGES TACTICS, 


BUSINESS MAN'S VIEWS. : 


Interviewed to-day, the com- 
pradore’ of one of the leading 
British firms in Shameen, whocame 
down to Hongkong last night, said 
that Dr, Sun Yat-sen had not done 
anything to take over forcibly, the 
control of the Canton Customs. 
However, he believed that negotia~ 


chang isguod ‘qooilier manifesta con: 


tions werc still going on and notcs 
had been exchanged, 

Questioned on the reports that 
the Canton public was incensed at 
the actign: of the powers insending 
up the-flect, the compradore_ said 
that not one per cent of the think- 
ing classes would actually do any- 
thing to assist Sun for fear of dis- 
locating trade, What demonstra~ 
Uons had been made, were directly 
attributable to propaganda and its 
result among labour leaders who 
wished to please the’ Generalis- 
simo. He suggested thatthe only 
way to get a public petition signed 
by numbers representative of all 
classes, would be to force them to 
do it, : 

In bis opinion, Sun would not 
attem pt to use force in the. face of 
such odds, He would Iry to gain 
his point by negotiations and 
meanwhile would attempt to show 
the Diplomatic Corps that the 
people were behind him. Asa 
last resort he might set up his own 
Customs and declare that he had 
done so in deference to the wishes 
of the public. This, he pointed out, 
would not“be true, as merchants 
had already discussed the possibil- 
ities and did not want to have to 
pay Sun and then again get within 
the scone of the Maritime Customs. 
This would mean having to pay 
twice. He thought that the 
Chinese merchants were only ine 
terested as to how they would be 
affected in their pockets. 


— 


CIRCULARS IN’ HONGKONG, 


Circulars in Chinese ‘have been 
distributed in Hongkong, one 
having reached the China Mail tris 
motning. It is described ‘as by 
the ‘Hongkong Fraternity of 
Nation Deliverers,” whoever they 
may be, and starts off by asking 
the Chinese to wake up as the 
country is doomed and to oppose 
the “show of force by sending 
men-of-war.” ‘After a long 
rigmarole, it exhorts the Chinese to 
boycott British and American 
goods with a special injunction to 
refrain’ from patronising “Dig 
stores dealing in foreign goods,” 
and ‘asks if, “ brethren” will 
tolerate the “direction of the 
British and American monarchies.” 
The last line is, of course, an appeal 
to “struggle for the recovery of 
the contro! of the Customs.” 


‘ WIRELESS COMPLAINTS. 


Complaints have been made in 
Canton to the effect that some of 
the foreign naval craft have not 
adhered tothe rules of courtesy re- 
garding use of wireless. It is said 
that no schedule is adhered to and 
the Chinese wireless establish- 
ments disrecarded,

NOTES AND COMMENT.

Cricket this season has reached 
a very interesting stage. Next 
week will see the first of what may 
be calfed our representative mat 
ches butas there will be no inter 
port till early next season, the 
selectors will not be busy. As 
will be seep clsewhere in this 
issue, some strong teamPhave beon 
chosen. Meanwhile the league is 
still progressing and the number 
of matches' which have had to be 
postponed for ‘one reason or ane 
other, is not big. It would be worth 
while to play them as noon as op- 
’ portunity presents itself to avoid 
any possibility of abanddnment 
towards the end of the season. 
Most of the stronger teams in 
the senior division of the league 
have not met one anotber for some 
weeks; consequontly, the table has 
not been changed much. The In- 
djans, H.K.C.C. and University 
have not been defeated and the 
last-named has not dropped a 
point in the two matches 
‘played. Craigengower, Kowloon 
and the Chinese are still withouta 
victory. Last Saturday’s junior 
matches had no bearing on the 
league leadership and RE, and 
Civil Service 2nd XI are still first 
and second. Every team in this 
division has at least one victory to 
Ae credit except the Chinese 2nd 


The Civil Service juniors have 
played more than half their engage- 
ments now and thelr record is 

highly creditable when compared 
with that of last season. ’ This 
season’s team is more or less the 
same as that which did duty last 
year, with the exceptions of 
Grimmett who has had an Irish 
promotion and Sara turning out 
more regularly. In spite of the 
position it occupies, the team, as a 
whole, is on the weak side, 
With the exception of Harper, who 
has been brilliantly consistent, the 
batting is unreliable andwith a pro- 
nounced tail. The change bowling 
is ‘usually expensive and seldom 
. dangerous, They have met every 
teain in the second division except 

. the Navy 2nd. From the R.A.M.C, 
ithey were fortumate enough to 
extract full points in both matches 
at the beginning of the season. 
Against the Club Juniors, they won 
by a small margin when playing 
‘away and lost heavily on their own 
ground. They have beaten the 
Indians and Kowloon once each 
and lost to the University and R.E. 
The match with the Chinese 2nd 
XI.-was left drawn. . 

Several changes have been re= 
corded in the league statistics. 
The senior batting list has been 
lengthened by the inclusion of 
batsmen who have taken part.in 
two innings, As was done last year, 
the following rule is followed in 
compiling the averages. Batsmen 
with averages of 20 runs or over 
and bowlers with less than 12 runs 
per wicket, if they have played in at 
least half their teams’ engagements 
—ninimum of two—are included, 
Redpath, of the R.E. team, who has 
gone home, still leads the junior 
batting averages and his name will 
be included until the Sappers have 


played thirteen matches—he has a 


batted six times—when it will 
drop out because he will then not 
have played in half the matches. 
Although his average has been in- 
creased, E. G. Lammert still shows 
the way in the first division 
bowling list. Pomfret (Navy) has 
displaced Middleton at the head of 
the junior list. Rough (R.G.A) 
and Gould (Navy) are added to re 
names of those with most wickets 
in a seniorjnnings, The H.K.C.C, 
v. Craigengower match last Satur- 
day resulted in a change in the 
records for this-seasnn (to date), 
the Club having the biggest innings 
to their credit and the C.C.C,, me 
smallest.
